N ext weekend will see hundreds of people take to the back 
roads of the dty for the annual Country Walk for Breast 

The walk was founded in 1994 by Teresa Pizzo and Bonnie 
Jackson, a family Mend. Pizzo’s mother, Ramona, was diagnosed 
with cancer that year. Pizzo had taken partinacancer walk in 
California and when she returned home, asked Jackson if there 
was something similar being held in the area. 

Upon learning there wasn't, the two joined forces and started 
the first walk out a Cedar Bay Inn, which was owned by Pizzo’s 
family. The walk took the first participants down the city’s quiet 
back country roads and started off the fundraising efforts for 
breast cancer research. 

To date, through the walk, a golf tournament and a Country 
Table Tappers Luncheon, has raised $375,000 for research, with 
$297,000 staying in the community. The funds used locally go 
toward the Ramona Pizzo-Bonnie Jackson Breast Screening 
Centre at Port Colbome hospital. 

The money helps maintain the best equipment, education and 
assistance for the mammography department. 

Pizzo said to “meet the Ontario Radiology Accreditation, 
constant upgrading and ongoing maintenance is needed for all 
equipment so it’s important to keep raising money.” 

Though the walk moved from Cedar Bay Inn, to Whisky Run 
Golf Course and now Emerald PinesGolfCourse,it’s always 
attracted people willing to help find a cure for cancer. 

Pizzo said about 350, including participants, volunteers and 
Mends and family members who show support for their loved 
ones that are participating, take part each year. 

It’s something we should all consider taking part in, because 
we all know someone who has been touched or taken by cancer 
Pilot project launched 

The Interprofessional Care Pilot Project has officially taken off 
in Port Colbome. The project is a collaborative effort run by the 
city, Hamilton Niagara Haldimand Brant Local Health Integration 
Network, Niagara Health System and the Michael G. DeGroote 
School of Medicine, which is facilitated by McMaster University.

Centralization not always 
the answer

But I disagree that the NHS critics 
want all services in all communities all 
the time, or as he later put it, a “hospi¬ 
tal on every corner.”

Mr. Finley is misrepresenting people 
who are as sincere as the NHS board 
members, including himself, a former 
member. 

Port Colbome hospital did not 
have all services, and the critics of the 
so-called hospital improvement plan 
(HIP) specifically wanted our hospital 
to keep its emergency room, whose

$22,000 more for 
Nickel St. centre

PORT C0LB0RNE — The city has 
committed an additional $22,000 
to the Port Cares Reaching Out and 
Changing Lives capital campaign. 

Ward 4 Coun. Barbara Butters 
brought forward a motion recently, 
asking for a $25,000 donation to the 
Port Cares campaign, which sup¬ 
ports the $l-million expansion of 
the agency’s Reach Out Centre on 
Nickel St. 

Though councillors supported 
the donation, there was a lengthy 
discussion of just where the funds 
should come from. 

Butters' original motion asked that 
a donation of $25,000 be financed 
through city-owned Port Colborne 
Fibre Inc. by dividends received 
through Niagara Regional Broadband 
Network. 

Instead, council amended her 


motion to pledge $22,000 — pro¬ 
viding the funds in three differ¬ 
ent payments — through the Port 
Colborne Hydro Inc. permissive 
grant program. 

The city previously supported 
the campaign by waiving building 
permit and development charge fees 
totalling some $28,000. Pledging an 
additional $22,000 brings the city's 
commitment to an even $50,000. 

Port Cares received a total 
$670,000 through federal and pro¬ 
vincial infrastructure stimulus fund¬ 
ing for the campaign, and in return 
was required to raise matching funds 
of $335,000 by the end of October. 
Thus far, more than $250,000 has 
been raised, said Port Cares execu¬ 
tive director Lynda Reinhart. 

In pledging the money prior to the 
Oct. 31 deadline, the city’s funds will 
be matched dollar for dollar by the 
provincial and federal governments.

a small duck for his wife. They 
still have it. Oskam learned 
how to carve and how to size 
birds from books, includ¬ 
ing Peterson’s Field Guide: 
Eastern Birds, which is avail¬ 
able at the library. 

“It’s very relaxing, but you

“Knowing about the birds 
that migrate and fly over your 
house is being literate about 
native species,” she says.

Oskam doesn’t sell his 
work — he gives it all to 
family members.

Painting it can take 
another month because he 
can only do one coat at a time 
and every bird has more than 
30 coats. 

“(I started carving birds) 
because I like them, I always 
fed them,” he says. 

“I also like the detail, it’s all 
about the detail.”

THOROLD - A $400-million deal 
between a wind development company 
and turbine-maker will see two manu¬ 
facturing facilities built in Niagara. 

The deal will see German-based 
ENERCON supply 77 three-megawatt 
wind turbines to Niagara Region Wind 
Corp. for its 230-megawatt project in 
west Niagara. The turbines will be built 
at the two facilities that will be located 
somewhere in Niagara. 

"This is a significant announcement for 


Niagara region and our company,” said 
Bob Daniels, principal shareholder of the 
wind corporation. “Attracting additional, 
long-term, local benefits has always been 
a priority for NRWC. We’re glad to have 
been able to use our purchasing power to 
attract these jobs to the region.” 

The company could not say how 
many jobs die factories would create 
or where the facilities will be located. It 
confirmed that a variety of workers will 
be needed, from workers on the factory 
floor to engineers.

“Further details will come 
very soon,” said Mark Renaud, 
spokesman for ENERCON. 

In February, NRWC was 
awarded a feed-in-tariff con¬ 
tract from Ontario Power 
Authority. That solidified dis¬ 
cussions that were going on 
for two years between the two 
firms, Renaud said. 

“We’re very proud of being 
your new neighbour,” he said, 
adding that it will help iden¬ 
tify where the turbines will 
be located in west Niagara in 
the coming months. “We’ll 
be working very closely and 
identifying the exact sites.” 

NRWC has optioned more 
than 80 pieces of land in west 
Niagara to potentially place 
wind turbines. The $550-mil- 
lion wind farm would be built 
in West Lincoln, Wainfleet, 
Pelham and Haldimand 
County. It could generate 
enough electricity to power 
more than 57,000 homes. 

ENERCON will build a con¬ 


verter and control panel fac¬ 
tory somewhere in Niagara. 
A concrete tower manufac¬ 
turing site will also be estab¬ 
lished in west Niagara, close 
to the turbine locations. 


“This will be the first 
(ENERCON) factory of its 
kind outside of Germany,” 
Renaud said. 

ENERCON’s operations and 
business development man¬ 


ager, Adrienne Downey, has 
been searching Niagara for 
almost two years for die right 
place to locate the facilities. 

“What is quite intriguing, 
from our perspective, is that 


there is a vast array of possi¬ 
bilities in the Niagara region," 
Downey said. 

Site location for both facto¬ 
ries will be decided by spring. 
Turbine production will start 
in summer 2013. 

The deal will see ENERCON 
and NRWC partner on the 
maintenance and operation 
of the wind farm. 

ENERCON is a private- 
lyowned company out of 
Aurich, Germany. It started 
its Canadian subsidiary in 
Alberta in 2001 and now has 
300 employees across the 
country. 

Regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs hailed the agree¬ 
ment as important news for 
the unemployed of the region. 
There will be opportunities 
for other Niagara business’ to 
profit from this new venture, 

"This new manufacturing 
project will bring a significant 
number of high value jobs to 
Niagara at a time when our 
economy is in recovery," he 


said. 

Randi Rahamim, a spokes¬ 
woman for NRWC, said 
she’s confident the project 
will move forward, even if 
the government changes in 
October. She pointed to PC 
Leader Tim Hudak’s pledge 
to honour all existing green 
energy contracts. 

“We take their word at face 
value,” she said. “As such, 
we plan to move forward 
accordingly.” 

Rahamim said while it’s not 
known how many jobs the 
manufacturing facilities will 
create, the wind farm itself 
will create 770 jobs during the 
development and construc¬ 
tion phases and 110 jobs after 
its completion. 

Rahamim could not say 
what the new facilities would 
mean to recently laid-off 
workers at Fort Erie’s DMI 
Industries, which makes com¬ 
ponents for wind turbines. 

“It’s too soon to know 
where trickle down business 
will come from,” she said.

Ringworm is a common name for fungal skin infections. These types of 
infections are also referred to as tinea. They affect approximately 10% to 
20% of the population. Ringworm appears as rings or round red patches 
with clear centers and red, scaly borders. Tinea can affect the scalp, 
nails, or skin. 

Management for superficial fungal infections involves some simple 
non-drug methods, and over-the-counter remedies in the form of sprays 
lotions and creams. Affected individuals should try to reduce moisture in 
the affected area. Loose-fitted clothing made of cotton or material that 
absorbs moisture should be worn. The skin should be dried completely 
before covering with clothing. If the infection involves the feet, flip 
flops should be worn with bare feet to prevent spread to others and 
reinfection. 

There are also many topical antifungal agents available. Examples 
include Canesten cream (clotrimazole), Nizoral shampoo (ketoconazole), 
and Monistat-Derm (miconazole), to name a few. Creams and solutions 
are useful because they can be rubbed into the area. Solutions work in 
hairy areas because they are easier to apply. Powders can serve as useful 
additions to creams and solutions. They are helpful when the infection 
is wet or oozing, or where a drying agent is needed. When applying the 
antifungal product it should be applied to the lesion as well as one to two 
inches around the lesion. The antifungal should also be used for one to 
two weeks after lesions clear to reduce the rate of recurrence. 

Patients who have diabetes, or those who are immunosuppressed may 
need prescription oral therapy. It is best for your doctor to assess theses 
fungal infections. Fungal infections of the nail are also resistant to over- 
the-counter treatment. 

There are some home remedies for treating nail fungus. Patients have 
tried applying Vies VapoRub and tea tree oil. There is not a lot of evidence 
to suggest the efficacy of these products forthis condition, however some 
people may wish to try them before resorting to an oral medication. 

If you think you may be affected by a fungal infection there are a number 
of treatment options available. Most issues can be resolved with some 
persistence and the proper product. Please speak to your pharmacist 
about what option is best for you.

“We're going to put this group 
of people in charge of eco¬ 
nomic development?” 

On several occasions, 
Zimmerman insisted some¬ 


thing at NEDC has to change. 

The big-versus-small 
debate joined the fate of local 
economic development offi¬ 
cers as another flashpoint in 
the debate around the new 
development body. 

When the issue came 
to council earlier in the 
summer, the mayors of three 
of Niagara's five municipali¬ 
ties with their own develop¬ 


ment officers voted against 
it, with one more lining up in 
opposition. 

Of the five — St. Catharines, 
Welland, Niagara Falls, Port 
Colborne and Fort Erie — 
only Port Colborne Mayor 
Vance Badawey praised the 
plan. He touted the strengths 
of the existing officers, but 
said "we can all take advan¬ 
tage of them now." 


He said local development 
teams should work hand in 
hand with the new plan. 

“The key here is, you’ve got 
to be part of team Niagara or 
not part of team Niagara.” 

Badawey, on Friday, said 
he caught inklings of parochi¬ 
alism during the debate. 

“It does get tiresome and it 
does get frustrating and quite 
frankly, it gets embarrassing 


when you listen to some of 
that bickering,” he said. 

Though confident the 
development model would 
pass, he said he hoped self- 
interest wouldn't rear its 
head in the debate, saying 
Niagara’s 12 municipalities all 
have strengths together. 

“We really have to get out 
of this mindset of 12 and get 
into this mindset of one in
